Applicant has amended Claims 1 , 1 1 , 21 , 32, 37, and 39 to include the limitation "wherein only those who are authorized by a creator of 
media, which is communicated via said established private television channel, are allowed to consume said communicated media". This 
limitation will require further search and consideration following the filing of a formal response to the outstanding Office action mailed May 4, 
2009. 

Applicant presents that Ellis dose not teach the above quoted limitation because "Ellis discloses distributing or broadcasting media, or 
accessing the media on demand" (After Final Pages 14-16).
